In response to the Official Action dated March 26, 2002, kindly reconsider 
allowance of the claims in view of the following amendments and remarks. A Petition 
for a three month extension of time is included along with a Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE).

REMARKS 

Claims 13, 14, 18-20, 29, 52, 53, and 58-62 are pending. 

The Patent Office rejected the claims under 35 U.S.C.§1 12, first paragraph as not 
enabled by the specification. The Office Action stated that the arguments previously 
submitted were not persuasive and suggested that the Applicants submit factual evidence 
in support of the statements. Applicants enclose a declaration of Dr. J. Bradford Kline 
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
